SCUOOt TRANSFERS 
ARE MORE EXPEgsmE 


The trustees of Allen county will not 
be so ready and willing to issue trans- 
fers to the Fort Wayne schools or to 
the schools of some other township as 
they have been in the past.

total of 547 cases were passed on, while 
in 1890 the court considered 610 cases.

still remain on the docket 522 
cases. 
This record was made despite the

"It is m y desire this evening to han- 
dle this verse of scripture just a little 
differently from the w a y in which it is 
usually handled. 
For instance, I place 
the emphasis in a little different place, 
on the smallest word and that 
word 
'we.' 
Most people thing this scripture 
is for people outside the church, but it ia 
meant absolutely for the people that are 
in the church. 
For instance, look at the 
man that spoke them. 
He was clean. 
He was a great soul winner. 
He was 
the greatest preacher of his time. 
He 
was the chosen apostle to the Gentiles, 
and He did not stand off and say, 'How 
shall you escape,' but he said, 'How shall 
W E 
escape,' 
putting 
himself 
in the 
proposition, meaning 'How shall we as 
Christians escape if we as Christian peo- 
ple neglect the gospel 
of 
salvation.' 
There are three places wJiere the gospel 
is neglected, in the church, home and 
life of the individual. 


"Notice, first in the church there are 
too many people flocking to the wrong 
place in the church. 
It is a very sad 
thing when we can get the greater por- 
tion of the membership out to something 
material, and then when there is some- 
thing going on that benefits the spiritual 
welfare, they stay away. 
You can get 
90 per cent of the people out to a great 
f^ast around the fire in the basement, 
but you can fcardly get 25 per cent out 
to the fire that warms us up spiritually. 
These things should not be. We should 
be as loyal to our soul'^ welfare as we 
are to our material welfare. 


Neglected in the Home. 


"Again, it is neglected in the home, 
where is the family altar you used to 
have? 
Have the business affairs and 
pleasure come in and crowded out of 
youp- home your family altar? 
I am 
afraid that the bringing up of children 
at a mother's knee is a thing of the past 
in a great many homes. 
It used to be 
that all the family would get together 
and sit in a circle and the father would 
read something from the Bible, and then 
they would all kneel a t their chairs, and 
then the old father and mother would 
pray for every one of the children. But 
now it is different. 
Too many 
things 
have come and crowded Out the real 
prayer life, and instead, the young man 
goes down town to some cheap 
pool- 
^room, and the girl somewhere she would 
be ashamad to take her mother. 
Listen, 
if I ciin get fathers and mothers to ac- 
cept Cliriat and get into the church I 
don't M'orry jniich about the children. 
If they are right they will take care of 
their children. 
Great men today are 
men who have heard their mothers pray. 
In m y imagination I can hear^the mother 
of Abe Lincoln praying that God might 
make her boy a great man, and I fancy 
I can hear the mother of William Mc- 
Kinley praying that God might 
make 
her bqy a great man, and almost his 
last words were, 'God's will be done.' 
Mothers, if you want your boys and 
girls to amount to anything, pray for 
them and let them hear you do it around 
a family altar. ^

The 1916 Democratic 
Platform. 


Despite its rather extraordinaiy length, the democratic national 
platform adopted at St. Ivouis will well repay a careful and thought- 
ful perusal by every voter who desires to act intelligently in determ- 
ining his position on the issues presented by the present campaign. 
It is a document that does not mimce words ; that takes a strong and 
courageous stand upon the questions now before the voter, and that 
puts democracy squarely on record as to its position and as to the 
course it will follow and as to the things it will seek to do if given a 
new lease of power by the voters in November. 


More than has a.ny party platform in many years it*is the reflec- 
tion of one powerful personality—Wilson. In almost every essential 
feature the document enunciates the views, the hopes, the aspirations 
and the purposes of the president, and yet the enthusiastic acclaim 
with which it was adopted leaves no doubt that the measures and the 
policies incorporated and declared at the instance of the president are 
thoroughly and whole-heartedly those of the democratic party as 
well. Yet the partj^ did not merely enunciate in perfunctory manner 
that which the president desired it to enunciate. It had a very dis- 
tinct interest and share in what was being done. 
That phase was 
given emphasis in the spirited contest waged for more than an hour 
over the form of party expression regarding the attitude toward equal 
suffrage. In the end the majority report of the committee was 
adopted, as was to have been expected, but the convention exercised 
its judgment after it had listened for an hour to debate on either 
side of the proposition. There was nothing of the steam-roller ifit- 
formance about it. 


The democratic platform takes a bold and unequivocal stand on 
the Mexican question. There is no uncertain quantity in its ringing 
Americanism, and preparedness, the tariff commission, the shipping 
bill, labor, social justice, conservation and a long list of other ({uestions 
ore treated in a definite way. Democracy has faced the issues squarely 
in its platform. Its frankness no less than the correctness of its atti- 
tude is a striking virtue of the declaration of principles upon which it 
invites the support of the voters of America. 


The resignation of Prof, Louis Dorn as a member of the city 
park board is sincerely to be regretted, particularly since it is occa- 
sioned by the impaired health of the distinguislied educator Avho has 
given five years of invaluable serA'iee to the city in the direction of 
•park department activities. To an especially marked degree Profes- 
sor Dom has shown himself admirably fitted for the duties of th^po- 
sition. A man of broad vision, progressive in his views, deeply in 
sympathy with park development and a conspicuous leader in civic 
betterment work, he has been a strong and capa.ble figure on the park 
board. 
It is much to be hoped that his returning health will soon 
again permit his home city, to whicli he is so intensely devoted, to 
claim a portion of his ability and his services in some official capacity. 
He is much too valuable a man to be spared from the cause of civic 
development. 


George W. Perkins, progressive party spokerman in every in- 
stance in which Colonel Roosevelt allows anybody else to do the talk- 
ing for the party, announces that negotiations are in progress look- 
ing to a "restoration of the good feeling" between the progressives 
and the republican parties. The Sentinel has no desire whatever to 
muss up whatever peace overtures the political diplomats may have 
succeeed in nurturing into life, but it cannot avoid some speculation 
as to just when there existed any good feeling between the repi^bli- 
cans and Mr. Roosevelt's party that is susceptible of restoration.

HOFFMAN. 


(Indiana Daily Times.) 


Edward G. Hoffman, of Fort Wayne, 
is the new democratic national com- 
mitteeman from Indiana. Hoffman is 
comparatively a young man. 
Ho takes 
the place of Senator Thomas Taggart, 
a veteran. 
In entering on his 
work 
Hoffman has the aid of Taggart. 
It is 
said Hoffman may be secretary of the 
reorganized democratic national com- 
mittee. 
Thus, 
early in his 
service, 
Hoffman's ability, his 
capacity 
for 
efficient, hard work, gets 
substantial 
recognition. 


Hoffman comes from the 
Twelfth 
district, the home of Vice 
President 
Marshall. His advancement in the na- 
tional committee would be a recogni- 
tion of Marshall as well as a compli- 
ment to Indiana and to Hoffman. 


When 
Hoffman 
entered 
Indiana 
state politics as a democratic district 
chairman he was knov/n as a Fleming 
man, as distinguished 
from 
Taggart 
men. In those days Fieming and Tag- 
gari were rivals. 
Ploffman has served 
through several campaigns and at last 
has seen Taggart and Fleming forces 
working together in many directions. 
That is a rather remarkable change in 
Indiana democratic politics which sees 
the 
Taggart 
organization 
select 
a 
Fleming-Marshall man for democratic 
national committeeman from Indiana. 
It may he said the selection of Hoff- 
man is a sincere tribute to his ability, 
his loyalty, tact and industry.

of the speakers were Mrs. Erin Fleming 
Carroll and Mrs. James M. Dinnen, and 
tJie comparison drawn of the pioneer 
days of the school 
with the icod»ri 
comforts of today were enjoyed by the 
members of the graduating class as 
much as they were appreciated by the 
pupils of thirty or more years ago. 


Mrs. Carroll referred briefly to the 
present 
in 
her 
subject, 
"Our 
Alma 
Mater," and "continuing said in part: 


"To find rny alma mater I must go 
back to 
early «liildhood, some forty 
years ago, when I entered the ac<idemy 
I wheeled my doll 
buggy 
over theso 
walks, found my way to the frch'ird 
when the fruits were ripe or walked 
with little mother down the long grape 
arbor or rode from the fields on top of 
the ha}' wagon in care of James Sheri- 
dan, who by the way is still hi»ve, a'i;l, 
as the years came and went, entered the 
class room and learned to read and 
write and sew. 


"I can remember 
my 
first 
fcacber, 
Sister Holy Angels, and I can »-empin- 
ber when cloiidg shrouded the horizon 
p.ikI childish troubles loomed hi? a ad 
dark, she used to say, 'run up to the 
raapel and tell God all about it,' and 
the picture of that little chafiol, high, 
upon the fourth 
floor, 
dwells in ttiy 
mind as one of the sweetest momorieiii 
of my life. I have a photograph of it, 
flamed, which stands always on my 
desk. 
I have carried it to the Atlantic 
nnd to the Pacific. 
Wherever I go. it 
eofis also. 
It is one of the few things 
v. itli which I do not care to part. 


"We lived go close to nature in the 
<"•1(1 days. 
Everything about the place 
neathed mother love. 
Blue sky above, 
:;rid God's companionship. 


'In 
the winter the huge loss fed 
t-ie fire to keep us warm, and in the 
t.!5.=,el time of spring the swallowj came 
and myriads of birds and buds and flow- 
ers lured us out of doors. 
The turVu- 
lant little creek, threading: its way like 
a silver ribbon through the lower pa't 
of the grounds, overflowed its banks and 
Ihrilled our childish hearts with 
the 
sound of rushing waters, subsiding aft 
or a day or two, muddy and suiky un- 
der a gray sky, and an hour or two 
later flashing a saucy smile at us as 
\vr stood watching 'its ripples one and 
one, catch each others hands ind run. 
Ilk I' laughing children in the sim.' 
We 
didn't mince along its banks in patent 
lorither shoes or hobble skirts or silks. 
Flannel and gingham suited us best for, 
like the little creek, we had few re- 
sponsibilities and were content to bfe 
siihple and just glad we were alive.

"Last, week as I stood upon the west- 
ern verandah apd looked over. the beau- 
tiful grouBidBi my eyes were held by tbij 
glittering of the cross upon the modern

"I can see the congregtion—typical- 
ly French in

with white cap and snowy 'kirchiefs, 
the men with their hair chopped .»traight 
across and all wearing wooden shoes. 
I 
can see Father Adam, the white irobed 
priest, with the softened light faKing 
upon him through the cross of red glas.« 
above 
the 
altar, 
while the Tantient 
Mergo and the incence softly fiJled the 
air and the little white haired French 
gentlemen went from window «to window 
drawing the crimson curtains, through 
which the 
light 
filtered, 
throwing a 
warm, throbbing glow over altar, priesc 
and people, until each heart bowed in 
reverence and the church was heaven, 
bathed jn the love of God. 


"The names of Little Mother Aisene, 
Sister Sophia. Sister Sienna and dear 
saintly Sister Paul dwell in my mem- 
ory along 
with the 
chapel 
and tho 
studio. 
There 
were many others, of 
course, but these stand in clear reliet. 
Little mother, 
diminutive 
of 
stature, 
but weighty fôr all of that, taught uj 
the beauty of simplicity, the integrity 
of thrift and that duty comes first ami 
pleasure setfond in life. I can V/èll re- 
member a three-cornered tear in my 
apron. 
I believe aprons aré obsolefe 
these days—my children do not wear 
them and I do not know of anybody's 
children who do—but we wore them in 
the old days and this was a black ala- 
paca apron, trimmed in red braid. 
Lit- 
tle Mother hèatly pasted the back of an 
old envelope under thè tear. 
I darned 
that hôle thirtéen times and each time 
had to carefully remove every stitch. 
But when Little Hother finally accepted 
the work I knew how to darn, and even 
today, with as many stockings as a 
family of six contrive to wear holeg in 
each week, I darn in the same old way. 
I know progressive women sew up che 
holes. My children may be progressive, 
but I can't get away from Little Moth- 
er, who not only told us what to do, out 
saw that we did it. 


In the old days the academy walls 
were of white plaster. 
We could have 
eaten off the floors, for the cracks w e e 
picked with pen knives twice a weik 
and the boards swpet until they shone 
like glass. 
The 
bread 
came 
brown 
crusted and light from the brick oven 
fruit from the orchard, eggs and mük 
and golden butter fresh every day, and 
by the way, we never had butter at 
dinner, this being not only ft matter of 
thrift, but of 
French 
etiquette. 
On 
either side of the avenue leadiup; to the 
gate grew sugar cane, from which the 
made molasses. 
I can see sibter yet 
standing at the refectory door Jiold'ng 
high the big black lacquered tray piled 
with our collation bread, spread witJi 
molasses. 
How hungry we were and 
how good it was! 
I would give much 
if any 
of 
the lUScurieg 
of 
today 
\vould taste any way near as good a'e 
that bread spread with sugar cane mo- 
lasses." 


In closing Mrs. Carroll said: 
"Dear 
Old Girls—For many of ug our mission 
is nearly at an end. 
Our service 
drawing to a close, the sands in the 
hour glass are running fast jnd the 
girls of today are ready and eager to 
take and carry on our work. 
Some of 
US have touched hands ànd hearts dur- 
ing all these years, others have passed 
like ships in the night. 
We are scat- 
tered far and near. 
In Austria, France, 
Alaska, Los Angeles, Texas, New York 
and hundreds of other places Sacred 
Heart pupils have drifted on the wings 
of destiny, all of whom, I feel sure, look 
back with longing affectionate hearts to 
their alma mater and would be here to- 
day if they could. For us who Uve here 
where hand can meet hapd in friendly 
regard and syUipathy, may I express the 
hope that this golden jubilee may bring 
us in closer touch one with another, find 
us forming an association which will 
have for its object the promotion of the 
school, and this be of enduring benefit 
to our alma mater and her pupils, ok! 
and younpr, for générations to ..ome." 
Mrs. Dinnen's Toast. 
Mrs. Dinnen's address was as fol- 
lows: 


Many were the dreams aiid many the 
ambitions that at times filled the brain 
of the little girl, who in '69 eame a 
pupil to'Sacred Heart, but never ih hér 
dest fancies did' she think, that one 
day should fall to her the jôy and honoi 
of being present at the golden jubilee of 
that same dear Sacred Heart. 


"Yet, here I am, that same little girl 
feeling very much like saying with the 
little one woman in Mothec Goose, 'Is 
it I' who have the privilege today of 
expressing just a few of the 'thoughts 
that arise in me." 


"When Very Reverend Father Sorin' 
and his little band of French mission- 
aries selected the site of the great Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame and its sister col- 
lege, St. jklary's; when the foundations 
of St. Mary's of the Woods were laid;

Mayor William J. Hosey expects to 
lame at an early day a successor to 
Prof. Louis W. Dorn, whose resip;nation 
of his membership on the Fort Wayne 
beard of park commissioners was ten- 
dered to and accepted by the 
mayor 
Friday afternoon.' 
The resignation of 
Prof. Dorn wag unexpected and Mayor 
Hosey has not had opportunity to con- 
sider the appointment ol a 
successoi. 
No time is fixed in Prof. Dorn's letter 
to the mayor 
for his resignation 
to 
take effect, but from the urgency with 
Vi'iiich he asks, because of ill-health, to 
be relieved of his duties, Mayor Hosey 
infers that it is the desire of the official 
to retire at an early day. 


Professor Dorn's resignation was given 
to Mayor W. J.,Hosey late Friday after- 
noon and, since its terms left no alterna^- 
tive, was accepted by the mayor, though 
with exceeding regret. 
Ill-health 
that 
has left him in a shattered nervous con- 
dition and rendered his duties 
to 
the 
high position he holds on the faculty of 
Concordia college as heavy a burden as 
he can prudently assume is the sole rea- 
son for the resignation of Prof. Dorn. 
Last winter Prof 
Dorn slipped on an 
icy pavement and suffered injury to one 
of his ankles that made him a cripple 
for many weeks and later had an at- 
tack of pneumonia that prostrated him 
for weeks. 
Worry over the necessity to 
forego his work at th-i college and to 
neglect his duties on the park board en- 
sued in a breakdown and 
constrained 
him greatly to his regret to give up his 
official position in the city government. 
He holds the chair of German, mathe- 
matics and natural history at the col- 
lege and his duties are arduous. 
Early 
in the week he announced to Mr col- 
leagues of the park board his intention 
to 
resign, 
declining 
to 
entertain 
the 
suggestion that he take a leave of ab- 
sence. 
His nvimerous friends in the col- 
lego faculty and the German Lutheran 
circles ^ a d e 
insistent demand that he 
give himself a rest and to this he ac- 
ceded, 
biit refused 
to remain 
on 
the 
board and be absent from its duties. He 
expects to spend the summer and fall 
on a rantTi in the far west. 
Prof. Dorn 
was first appointed to the park board 
February 
5, 
1912, 
by 
Mayor 
Jesse 
Crice to succeed Ferdinand I^IeA'er, who 
died while making a visit to 
Europe. 
He was reappointed to a new term the 
first of the followinsr year and his term 
would have expired January 
1, 
1917. 
He has been one of the most progressive 
and energetic members the park board 
has ever had. 


The retirement of Prof. Dorn is deep- 
ly regretted bj' Colonel D. N. 
Foster, 
president, and Messrs. Louis Fox 
and 
Abe Ackerman, his 
colleagues 
on 
the 
park board, who greatly relied upon the 
r'^tirinp member's judgment and spirit in 
the work of the bodv.

Grande valley last night resulted in vig- 
orous action by authorities which was 
interpreted today here, as presaging a 
determined attempt to nip the periodi- 
cal récurrence of outlawry in the bud, 
by dealing with the marauders on Amer- 
ican soil. 


Soon after reports were received that 
bandits appeared near San Benito, sev- 
eral detachment of troops w^ere sent to 
deal with them. 
Motor cars were com-

rafnged plans and two companies of the 
26th infantry 
w^ere 
despatched from 
Harringen to Olmito, ten miles north of 
Brownsville, with orders to cut off the 
bandits' retreat across the Rio Grande 
into Me.xico. 
Meanwhile another force 
of two companies of infantry sent from 
Benito earlier in th-? night to inve.sti- 
gate reports that the Joe Scott ranch 
had been attacked found their 
quarry 
ten miles east of San Benito. 


Running Fight Occurs. 


A running light took place, iu which 
according to meager 
reports available 
here, three Mexicans were killed, while 
the American 
force suffered no 
casu- 
alties.

In addition to these two forces 
a 
troop of cavalry was thrown into the 
game of hide and seek played by the 
Mexicans, when reports came that an- 
other bandit force had appeared 
near 
the Fresnos ranch, 14 miles north of 
Brownsviile, and had robbed a Mexican 
farmer of his horses. 


The man 
escaped unharmed and re- 
ported the occurrence to Fort 
Brown, 
from where the cavalry was sent. 


Reports from the various detachments 
are awaited eagerly here and at 
Fort 
Brown today. 


Much interest was displayed concern- 
ing tlie question whether if the ban- 
dits eluded the soldiers on this side of 
the 
Jlio 
Grande 
and 
effected an es- 
cape into Mcxico the Americans would 
"pursue a hot trail" across the interna- 
tional border or leave the corraling f>f 
the outlaws to Carranza soldiers under 
Gen. Ricault, who recently 
announced 
that he had placed a sufficient force in 
this territory to deal with all outbreaks 
and that any crossing by the Americans 
would meet with armed resistance.

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"^ITT'HY do men desert the army and navy of the United States? 
V v 
Why do many refuse to re-enlist? In both branches of the 
service he is assured of abundant, wholesome food and good clothing; 
of sanitary quarters and surroundings; of pay representing an amount 
of pocket money greatly in excess of that which a man in a civilian 
position can afford to spend if he is working for $75 or $80 monthly; 
of free care, when sick, in what is undoubtedly the finest hospital^ 
system in the country, if not in the world. 


Moreover, the duties are such they would naturally be supposed 
to appeal to every red-blooded young fellow who likes an outdoor 
life and a bit of excitement, a chance to see foreign countries and €o 
develop himself physically and mentally. 


Yet desertions continue, and the service often is below its allotted 
quota of men in times of peace. Recruiting offices are empty while 
the streets are full of young men looking for ill-paid civilian jobs. 
Even the crisis on the Mexican border has failed to cause any rush 
of recruits. 


There must be a reason for this. It cannot be lack of patriotism. 
The enthusiastic response to the call for volunteers in the Spanish- 
American war, the rush of young men when actual fighting was in 
prospect at Vera Cruz in 1914 disproves such an idea. If war was 
actually declared with any European power, we would have no lack 
of volunteers, but they would mostly be untrained men. 


The cause, then, must lie in the service itself. The subject has 
often been dealt with by writers who handled the topic in the abstract 
—who seek to prove by figures and statistics that certain conditions 
should always produce certain results. They have uniformly neglect- 
ed to consider it from the most vital standpoint of all—that of the 
enlisted man himself. The lack of this same enlisted man in time of 
peace is laying up a heritage of trouble for Uncle Sam if war should 
actually develop. 


The following article, written by Edward B. "Waterworth, for- 
merly a corporal in Troop D, Fourteenth Cavalry, and later clerk in 
the Marine Corps at Norfolk, Va., considers the matter from the un- 
biased angle of the man in the ranks. In both cavalry and marine 
corps he received "excellent" character upon his discharges, the 
highest that can be awarded. 


I 
T MAY be asked why officers appoint such 
men as corporals and sergeants. 
To begin 
with, the average ofUcer has little choice. 
His 
time is so occupied with other duties that he 
must make his selections as best he can. 
At 
the Marine Barracks in Norfolk, for instance, 
Capt. R. Y. Rhea was In charge of a barracks 
detachment of more than 250 men—double the 
size of an infantry company and four times 
heedless of the order o^ Secretary Daniels that 
the size of a cavalry troop—was also judge ad- 
— - 
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vocate of the General Court-Martlal, was a mem- 
ber of the Post Exchange Board and, in addi- 
tion, had to take out the command for weekly 
inspection and to take his own turn as offlcer 
of the day, which entailed a twenty-four hour 
turn of duty. 


The judge advocate's position alone requires 
an oîïicer's entire time if he is to properly 
analyze the cases brought before htm, some of 
which 
involve lengths» imprisonment for 
the 
men. 
Similar conditions of an offlcer having 
more to do than can reasonably be expected 
of three men, occur in all branches of the serv- 
ice. It is not to be wondered at that they make 
mistakes in selecting their underofflcers. 


In the German army there Is an average of 
one offlcer for nineteen privates. In the Ameri- 
can army I have seen a second lieutenant, fresh 
from West Point, left for days at a time in 
charge of a troop of eighty men with numerous 
other duties assigned to him in addition. 


Under these circumstances the offlcer cannot 
be blamed for making faulty selections. In some 
cases, he goes on the basis of length of service. 
This often produces good results. Again, a man 
may have lengthy service simply because he is 
unfit for anything in civilian life. 


The idealization of every veteran sergeant and 
corporal in 
fiction 
belongs in fiction and no- 
where else. They may be of value as drlllmas- 
ters because they have kept at the game so long 
that drill becomes automatic with them. 
But 
that is nothing particularly to the'ir credit, as 
the same could bo said of a veteran cavalry 
horse, which Is often a chief factor in teaching 


enlisted men should be neutral when 
topics 
about the war were broached, became so violent 
against the enemies of the foreign country in 
which he had been born, that Interviews with 
him were printed as "freak" stories in the pa- 
pers. 
He was reduced to the rank of private 
and ordered to report to the Marine Barracks 
in Norfolk. 


So far as I can recall, he did little duty as 
a private, but was Im.medlately placed in charge 
of the mess hall.

Americans whose loyalty to their country was 
unquestioned. The officers at the barracks knew 
so llttlo of their men that they could not under- 
stand the grave mistake of making a corporal 
out of a foreign sympathizer whose attitude to- 
wards the very country from whom he 
was 
drawing his ^bread was one of sneering con- 
tempt,

down in civilian life only for serious felonies, it 
at the same time denies the enlisted man the 
right of appeal. - 


Concise statements covering the reasons why 
Lyoung Americans shun the service are not easy 
Ito make. 
The causes are too manifold. 
But 
Ithls absence 
of 
a 
proper 
medium 
through 
Iwhich the enlisted man can appeal, when he 
fieels himself wronged, should convey an idea 
Df what an opening there is for possible tyr- 
finny. 


To appreciate this state of affairs, the serv- 
ice will have to be considered not only from 
|the physical but from the psychological 
side, 
ind the question may be ask^d whether 
re- 
fsponsibllity rests with Congress, with the ofll- 
' cers or v/lth the men themselves.

as readily be taught in 
a 
twelvemonth. 
The French army and its mag- 
nificent work is the result of two years' train- 
ing. The British have men in the trenches who 
have had less than one j'ear of e.xperience Both 
'armies have been entirely effective. 


When army officers in.sist that a long period 
is needed, they are basing their .statement on 
sondltions as they now exist—not as they should 
be. If a man's entire time were devoted to mili- 
tary training instead of so much of it being 
taken up with 
"fatigue," he would learn 
as 
much in one year as he now does in four. 
The 
greater part of this fatigue could readily be 
handled by a corps detailed for the purpose on 
the order of the Quartermaster Corps. 


There is an impression in some quarters that 
the army life is full of hardships even in time 
of peace. 
"Hardship" can be used relatively. 
What might be fatal to a civilian taken direct 
from office work would be a trifle for a soldier 
who has had four or five months in the service 
—marching on a hot day under full equipment 
or camping out on a cold, rainy night upon the 
damp ground, for instance. 


After a shprt period of outdoor training, the 
healthy life makes recruits practically Immune 
to aliments that would at once afflict those ac- 
customed to a more regular life—and It does not 
take four years or a fourth of that time for 
the men to get Into such shape'. 
Marines are 
campaigning in Haiti today who spent'barely 
five months In a training camp and then were 
hustled to the firing line.

T 
h e 
question of officers can ihen be taken 
up. In my own experience, there has been 
but one objection to find with the offlcer—that 
Is his scarcity. I have never known one willing- 
ly do a man an Injustice, although being human, 
they make plenty of mistakes. 
Cases occasion- 
ally arise where the wrong man draws the pun- 
ishment for some falling In a troop or company 
and this creates a serious situation. But It has 
always been apparent that If the officer making 
the mistake had time enough to go into the 
ca.se thoroughly, 
there 
probably 
would 
have 
been a different result. 


Under the numerous tasks that are piled upon 
him, an officer is often literally swamped and 
he has to take evidence presented to him with- 
out being able to investigate the matter at his 
leisure. 


¥ F N E I T H E R the physical side nor the officers 
* 
are to blame for conditions, where does the 
hlame rest? 


Under the heading of the "psychological side" 
can be grouped practically all of the problem. 
For the American military and naval problems 
today hinge dlrectiy upon the mental attitude 
of the men. 


With every condition favorable In a physical 
way, it will often be found that an entire regi- 
ment or post is bitterly discontented; that the 
men go about their tasks sullenly or dispirited- 
ly; that the efficiency of the command Is not a 
fraction of what It should be. ' 


Causes can be summarized about as follows: 
The 
mental 
attitude 
produced 
by 
noncom- 
missioned 
officers (sergeants, 
corporals, 
etc.) 
who confuse authority with abuse, and inso- 
lence with Independence. 


The large percentage of foreign-born noncom- 
missioned officers in the service, who are usual- 
ly ignorant of what really constitutes authority. 


Discontent 
caused 
among the 
men 
by 
the 
necessity of doing menial work around officers' 
quarters—grass 
cutting 
and 
the like—not 
as 
orderlies, but as laborers. 


The fact that bullying by petty officers Is 
possible without redress. 
No bullying is per- 
mitted among the men themselves, and this Is 
a wholesome feature of the American service. 
This verj' fact makes it harder to stand from 
those who should set an example of self-control. 
Physical retaliation by a private against a petty 
ofìicer can be punished to the extent of three 
years at hard labor. 


The establishment 
through these 
conditions 
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of a privileged class, practically Immune from 
punishment because the duty of reporting vio- 
lations is in their own hands. This leads to In- 
justices. 
The regulations are constantly 
en- 
forced against privates, who may well deserve 
their court-martial or dishonorable 
discharge, 
but who see others, who should be models, com- 
mitting the same offenses with impunity. 


All these "conditions produce a feeling of dis- 
satisfaction even among the well-behaved men, 
as they feel that In such an unbalanced order 
of things an innocent man Is as apt to suffer 
as an offender. 


In other words, they realize they are not get- 
ting the fair deal which Congress and the Amer- 
ican people Intend them to have.

The trouble lies chiefly In the fact that an 
offlcer cannot go by the personality of his men 
in making selections, but has to pick a man for 
some one apparent quality. This leads frequent- 
ly to the promotion of some man from a foreign 
army, simply because he shows aptitude at drill. 
Yet when chosen on this basis alone, these men 
are often Intolerable tyrants. Almost Invariably 
they base their Ideas of discipline on the treat- 
men they have been accorded In the conscripted 
ranks of Europe where, In some countries, the 
soldier was treated as a dog until the presi^nt 
war made him more of an asset.

O GIVK instances: A recruiting sergeant of 
marines, who was stationed in Milwaukee, 


airy, of which I was a member as clerk in 
Troop D, was In the Philippines and was or- 
dered out on maneuvers by Brig. Gen. Funston, 
at that time in charge of our brigade. In this 
troop was a private, a former member of the 
San Francisco Fire Department, who was of 
value to the troop because of his skill as a ma- 
chinist. 
The troop was a provisional machine 
gun '-outfit," and was equipped with Maxlm- 
Vicker guns, the idea being to gee whetjier an 
entire troop could be made effective, as well as 
a platoon. In machine gun tactics. 


When 
orders came tor the 
maneuvers 
this 
man was undergoing a sentence In the guard- 
house—justly so. as it happened, because he 
had committed a serious offense from the cav- 
alry standpoint. 
He had drunk too much while 
on mounted leave and let his horse escape, the 
animal returning to the post minus saddle or 
bridle, which doutbless had been stripped off 
by some thrifty Filipino who halted the animal. 


The man himself 
freely admitted his fault 
and, when he accompanied the troop Into the 
field as a prisoner tried to redeem himself by 
hard work. 
Under the regulations of the army, 
the 
sentence 
he 
received 
by 
court-martial 
should have condoned his offense. 
No addi- 
tional 
troop 
punishment Is 
expected 
to be 
given. 


This did not suit a corporal In the troop who 
had taken a dislike to the man and who im- 
posed extra tasks upon him. 
On one evening 
in camp he swaggered up to the private ' and 
said: 


"I'll make sure you don't leave this camp. 
Take oft your shoes and put them in the guard 
tent." 


The man protested. 
He told the corporal he 
w a s almost 111 and that he had frequent use for 
his shoes. 


•The 
ground was 
covered 
with 
sun-baked 
(flods of earth studded with rice stubble sharp 
as needles. 
It was torment for a man without 
Bhoes to walk over suclj ground, and the cor- 
poral knew this well. 
He Insisted upon the 
man removing his shoes. 


I urged the private to take the matter to the 
captain, 
bat 
he had become convinced 
that 
there was prejudice against him In tjie troop 
and declined. 
Personally, I helped him walk 
across the stubble on several occasions, and re- 
member how the ground cut and tore his socks 
and feet. 


We were ordered back to the United States 


s o o n afterward, and the private ended his en- 
listment. 
His first act was to request me to 
write a 
letter specifying the ill treatment he 
had received and asking, for the sake qf the 
men still In the ranks; for some action against 
the cotTJoral. 


The army regulations had beefi violated In

two particulars In this man's case—(1) by pun- 
ishing him additionally after a 
court-martial 
had already decided the penalty In his case; (2) 
by 
physical 111 treatment 
that could 
readily 
have caused 
blood poison,

It might reasonably be supposed 
that some action would be taken in his case. 


Instead, the letter brought a reply from the 
adjutant general's office dismissing the matter 
In a few lines. 
The corporal later was pro- 
içoted.

NE more case can be quoted which, though 
unusual shows a certain type of petty offi- 
cer and the fact that the regulations are a dead 
letter so far as they are concerned. 


This man was a sergeant major. 
I served 
under several of them at Norfolk, and for the 
most part they were men of high type. 
One of 
them, for Instance, was John Quick, who re- 
cently died, and who won his promotion in the 
Spanish-American war. 
Our men had landed 
on that occasion and were attacking a height 
held by the Spaniards. 
One of the American 
vessels, 
thinking the enemy 
were in 
cover 
where our men were crouched, opened fire on 
the spot. 
Quick tied a shirt to a pole, climbed 
to a commanding position on the sky line, with 
American shells falling about him In front and 
the Spaniards shooting at him from behind, 
and wig-waggod the signal "Cease firing." The 
American code was recognized and the war- 
ship stopped Its bombardment. 


Men of that bravery never abuse their au- 
thority In the military service, as anyone who 
has served can testify. 


I had trouble with a man of different stamp. 
He was one of the variety who would be an 
extremely doubtful quantity In case of a for- 
eign war. 
Because I once defended his native 
country's enemies, whom he was 
denouncing 
In the most violent fashion. In direct violation 
of 
Secretary 
Daniels' order, 
he developed a 
hatred for me. 
He announced that he could 
"get" any man who talked back to him. 


He bided his time, however, and I had almost 
forgotten the Incident. 
Then when a first ser- 
geant under whom I served was transferred, 
and while awaiting the arrival of his successor, 
I was the only man left In the company office. 


This 
sergeant 
major 
notified me 
he 
had 
served charges against me with the colonel for 
making an erroneous entry in the uervlce rec- 
ord 
book of a private a-"month 
before. 
He 
claimed that ho had given me personal orders 
to word the entry In a certain way, and that I 
had disobeyed. 
And disobedience of orders Is 
a serious charge In the Marine Corps. 
I was at a loss to understand this move until 
It flashed over me that the first sergeant, who 
could have testified to all entries as my imme- 
diate superior, Tvas then a good many miles out 
at sea. 
I said nothing, however, but looked up 
the entry and showed It to Capt. Rhea, our 
company commander. 


When I appeared before Col. J. E. Mahoney 
next day the sergeant major described specifi- 
cally how he had taken the book to the office , 
on the date of the entry; how he had told me 
exactly what to write, and even described how 
I was disrespectful In manner. 


When he was through I quietly informed the 
colonel that the entry was In the first ser- 
geant's handwriting, not mine; that the post 
records, which I produced, showed that on the 
date he mentioned and for a week before and 
after that date I had been on the target range, 
more tl>an 200 miles away, and that three of 
the sergeant 
major's 
own 
clerks had 
been 
asked to appear as wltnésses to the effect that 
the sergeant major had stated deliberately he 
intended to "get even" with me at any cost. 


Col. Mahoney slamme<l the charge book to 
the other end of the office and ordered the ser- 
geant major out. 
But he refused to call In my 
witnesses. 
They 
were 
Frederick 
C. 
Baker, 
then a clerk at the barracks, but now a first 
lieutenant of the constabulary In Haiti; Corp. 


Frederick Spless, now in the real estate bnalB 
ness In Hartford, Conn., and Private Frederick 
J. Moore, who is still clerk in the barracks de- 
tachment at Norfolk. 
Turning to them as ho 
walked out, the sergeant major said he was go- 
ing to "get" me yet. 


As this showed his Intention of following up 
the matter, I laid the case before the adjutant 
and Inspector of the Marine Corps, Col. C. H. 
Laucheimer, when he arrived the next week. 
He also would not allow me to present wit- 
nesses. 
But the case was so clearly a viola- 
tion of regulations that he notified tho ser- 
geant major to "mind his step" in future. 
H« 
never molested me again. 


This man had been selected for the highest 
rank to which a noncommissioned officer caa 
rise.

n OFFICER of the Marine Corps might-ea- 
plain 
the 
selection 
of 
suoh a man 
by 
showing the constant stream of men 
which 
passes through every detachment In the corpe, 
making it 
impossible

that a man had to be selected from th« entriflS 
in his service record book. 


The fallacy of this method, when the .«iltrloa 
would have to be made by one of a oUou* t à - 
noncommissioned officers to whom tha Mtrgtaaâ 
major would certainly belong. Is mada apiMUS 
ent by the following Incidents: 


Once when the command waa lined up fOV 
reveille roll call a sergeant major eama atai^ 
gerlng up the walk, 
A hospital attendant; itti9 
had permission to live in the town, balng % 
married man, met him at the gate and helpafl 
him to walk up the steps. 
He later telephcmtd 
to the adjutant and asked permission to hava^A 
day off. 
It was granted.

In my stay at Norfolk I saw m a n T • p r t m t a 
kicked out of the service under general Qvdsv

They had offended, and na orftlolsm Mfi 
attach to that fact. 
But the sergeant m i j n f 
was never even punished. 


And hla service record book contains no not* 
of this. 
This is the book upon which ufflceiB 
will subsequently base their ideas of fitness flV 
duty, upon which the United States will basa 
the character given to him on discharge aa4. 
upon which his claim for pension money wiH 
be filed against tho government, 
•

I 
N WRITING the above I a m not 
speaking 
with bitterness toward the service or be- 
cause I had any difficulties myself. 
In both 
cavalry and Marine Corps I received 
"excel- 
lent" character upon my discharges, the high- 
est that can be awarded. 
So my service waa 
presumably satisfactory. 
In the cavalry I waa 
a corporal, with a full share of all the privi- 
leges of a noncommissioned offlcer, so I can 
write with authority on the point of whether 
tho rules are rigidly enforced against them. 


But to sum It up, the American service, with 
all Its wonderful advantages, leaves too much 
to be desired. 
Too many conditions connected 
with the psychological attltvide of the men ara 
faulty. 
Every objection to the service could ba 
swept aside If the young American who enters 
knows positively that he would get what is tha 
undoubted 
Intent both of 
Congress and 
thf 
American people—simply a fair deal and noU^ 
ing more.

And I 
remember when; the Indiana thunder 
storms broke the stillness with their 
terrifying splendor; how I used to cov- 
er my face with my hands and trem- 
ble because 'God was scolding' an'd I 
rt-member, too, how dear, patient, noble 
Sister Paul used to leave her bed and 
put her arms .ai-pund me and comfm-t 
my poor scared little heart until I lost 
my fear and fell asleep, secure in His 
strength and love.

In closing Mrs. Carroll said:, "Dear 


Old Girls—For many of us our mission 
is nearly at -an end.

Some of 
us have touched hands and hearts dur- 
ing all these years,' others have passed 
like ships in the .night.

tion of Professor 


Louis Dora. 


. Mayor William J. Hosey expects to 
aame at an early day a successor to 
Prof. Louis W. Dorn, whose resignation 
of his membership on the Fort Wayne 
board, of park commissioners was ten- 
dered to and accepted by the mayor 
Friday afternoon. 
The resignation of 


Prof. Dprn wag unexpected and Mayor 
Hosey has not had opportunity to con- 
sider the appointment 01 a successoi. 
Xo time is fixed in Prof. Dorn's letter 
to the mayor for his resignation to 
take effect, but from the urgency with 
'.vtich he asks, because of ill-health, to 
be relieved of his duties, Mayor Hosey 
infers that it is the desire of the official 
to retire at an tarly day. 


Professor Dorn'e resignation was given 


to Mayor \V. J. Hosey late Friday after- 
noon and, since its terms left no alterna- 
tive, was accepted by the mayor, though 
with exceeding regret. 
Ill-health that 


has left him in a shattered nervous con- 
dition and rendered his duties to the 
high position he holds on the faculty of 
Concordia college as heavy a burden as 
he can prudently assume is the sole rea- 
son for the -resignation of Prof. Dorn. 
Last winter Prof. Dorn slipped on an 
icy pavement and suffered injury to one 
of his ankles that made him a cripple 
for many weeks and later had' an at- 
tack of pneumonia that prostrated him 
for weeks. Worry over the necessity to 
forego his work at the college and to 
neglect his duties on the park board en- 
sued in a breakdown and constrained 
him greatly to his regret to give up his 
official position in the city government. 
He holds the chair of German, mathe- 
matics and natural history at the col- 
lege and his duties are arduous. 
Early 


in the week he announced to hia col- 
leagues of tho park board his intention 
to resign, declining to entertain- the 
suggestion that he take a leave of ab- 
«cnce. His numerous friends in the col- 
lege faculty and the German Lutheran 
circles made insistent demand that he 
givp himself a rest and to this he acj 


ceded, but refused to remain on the 
board and be absent from its duties. Hn 
expects to spend the summer and fall 
on a ranch in the far west. Prof. Dorn 
was first appointed to the park board 
February 5, 1912, by Mayor Jesse 
Gricc to succeed Ferdinand Meyer, who 
died while making a visit to Europe. 
He was reappoirited to a new term the 
first of the following year and his term 
would have expired January 1, 1917. 
He has been one of the most progressive 
and energetic members the park board 
has ever had. 


The retirement of Prof. Dorn is deep- 


ly regretted by Colonel D. N. Foster, 
president, and Messrs. Louis Fox and 
Abe Ackerman, -his colleagues on the 


• park board, who greatly relied upon the 


retiring member's judgment and spirit in 


- the work • of the body.

WHY DO MEN DESERT THE U.S. ARMY 


T\7THY do men desert the army and navy of the United States? 


NV 
"Why do many refuse to re-enlist! In both branches of the 


service he is assured of abundant, wholesome food and good clothing; 
of sanitary quarters and surroundings; of pay representing an amount 
of pocket money greatly in excess of that which a man in a civilian 
position" can afford to spend if he is working for $75 or $80 monthly; 
of free care, when sick, in what is undoubtedly the finest hospital 
system in the country, if not in the world. 


Moreover, the duties are such they would naturally be supposed 


to appeal to every red-blooded young fellow who likes an outdoor 
life and a bit of excitement, a chance to see foreign countries and to 
develop himself physically and mentally. 


Yet desertions continue, and the service often is below its allotted 


quota of men in times of peace. Recruiting offices are empty while 
the streets are full of young men looking for ill-paid civilian jobs. 
Even the crisis on the Mexican border has failed to cause any rush 
of recruits. 


There must be a reason for this. It cannot be lack of patriotism. 


The enthusiastic response to the call for volunteers in the Spanish- 
American war, the rush of young men when actual fighting was in 
prospect at Vera Cruz in 1914 disproves such an' idea. If war was 
actually declared with any European power, we would have no lack 
of volunteers, but they would mostly be untrained men. 


The cause, then, must lie in the service itself. The subject has 


often been dealt with by writers who handled the topic in the abstract 
—who^eek to prove by figures and statistics that certain conditions 
should always produce certain results. They have uniformly neglect- 
ed to consider it from the most vital standpoint of all—that of the 
enlisted man himself. The lack of this same enlisted man in time of 
peace is laying up a heritage of .trouble for Uncle Sam if war should 
actually develop. 


The following article, written by Edward B* \Vaterworth, for- 


merly a corporal in Troop D, Fourteenth Cavalry, ancllater clerk in 
the Marine Corps at Norfolk, Va., considers the matter from the un- 
biased angle of the man in the ranks. In both cavalry and marine 
corps he received "excellent" character upon his discharges, the 
highest that can be awarded.

T MAY be asked why officers appoint euch 


men a* corporals and sergeants. To begin 


with, the average officer has little choice. 'His 
tlsne i* so occupied yrtth other duties that he 
must make his selections as best he can. At 
the Marine Barracks In Norfolk, for instance. 
Capt R. Y. Rhea va» in charge of & barracks 
detachment of more than 250 men—double the 
size of an Infantry company and four times 
the size of a cavalry troop—was also judge ad- 
vocate of the General Court-Martlal. was a mem- 
ber ol the Post Exchange Board and. In addi- 
tion, had to take out the command for weekly 
Inspection and to take his own turn as officer 
of the day. which entailed a. twenty-four hour 
turn of duty. 


The judge advocate's position alone reaulres 


an officer's entire time if he !s to properly 
analyze the cases brought before him. some of 
which Involve lengthy Imprisonment for the 
men. Similar conditions of an officer having 
more to do than can reasonably be expected 
of three men, occur In all branches of the serv- 
ice. It is not to be \vondered at that they make 
mistaken In selecting their underomcers. 


In the German army there Is an average of 


one officer for nineteen privates. In the Ameri- 
can army I have seen a second lieutenant, fre«h 
from West Point, '.eft for days at a tlmo In 
charge of a troop of eighty men with numerous 
other duties assigned to him In addition. 


Under these clrcumsiances the officer cannot 


be blamed for making faulty selections. In some 
cases, he goes on the basts of length of service. 
This often produces good results. Again, a man 
may have lengthy service simply because he is 
unfit for anything in civilian life. 


The idealization of every veteran sergeant and 


corporal in fiction belongs In fiction and no- 
where else. They may be of value as drlllmas- 
ters because they nave kept at the game BO long 
that drill Becomes automatic with them. But 
that is nothing particularly to their credit, as 
the same could be said of a veteran cavalry 
horse, which Is often a chief factor In teaching

heedless ol the order of Secretary Daniels that 
enlisted men should be neutral when topics 
about the war were broached, became so violent 
against the enemies of the foreign country Jn 
which he had been born, that Interviews with 
him were printed as "freak" stories in the pa- 
pers. He was reduced to the rank of private 
and ordered to report to the Marine Barracks 
in Norfolk. 


So far us I can recall, he did little duty as 


a private, but was immediately placed in charge 
of the mess hall. A short time later he was 
promoted to corporal with every prospect of 
regaining his former rank of sergeant. Unques- 
tionably he was a man of executive ability. Bui 
his attitude was such as to make his conduct 
extremely doubtful in case of war with the na- 
tion he favored. 


Vet this man was placed over native-born 


Americans whose loyalty to their country was 
unquestioned. The officers at the burrocks knew 
so little of their men that they could not under- 
stand the grave mistake of making a corporal 
out of a foreign sympathizer whose attitude to- 
wards th» very country from whom he was 
drawing his bread was one of sneering con- 
tempt,

twelvemonth. Tho French army and Us mag- 
nificent work is the result of two years'- train- 
Ing. The British have men in the trenches who 
have had less than one year of experience Both 
armies have been entirely effective. 


"When army officers insist that a long period 


is needed, they are basing their statement on 
sonditions as they now exist—not as they should 
be. If a man's entire time were devoted to mili- 
tary training instead of so much of it being 
taken up with "fatigue," ho would learn as 
much in one year as he now does In four. The 
greater part of this fatigue could readily be 
handled by a corps detailed for the purpose on 
the order of the Quartermaster Corps.' 


There is an impression in some quarters that 


the army life is full of hardships ex-en in time 
of peace. "Hardship" can be used relatively. 
What-might be fatal to a civilian taken direct 
from office work would be a trifle for a soldier 
who has had four or five months in the sen-ice 
—marching on a hot day under full equipment 
or camping out on a cold, rainy night upon the 
damp ground, for instance. 


After a short period of outdoor training, the 


healthy life makes recruits practically immune 
to ailments that would at once afflict those ac- 
customed to a more regular life—and it does not 
take four y_ears or a fourth of that time for 
the men to get into such shape. Marines are 
campaigning in Haiti today who spent barely 
five months in a training camp and then were 
hustled to the firing line.

Men of that bravery never abuse their au- 


thority in the military service, as anyone who 
has served can testify.

N OFFICER of the Marine Corps might ei~

This Is tha book upon which officer* 
will subsequently base their Ideas of fitness Wf 
duty, upon which tho United States win base 
the character given to him on discharge and 
upon which his claim for pension money will 
be filed ajainst the government 


the above I am not speaking 
1 with bitterness toward the service or bo- 
cayse I had any difficulties myself. In both 
cavalry and Marina Corps I received "excel- 
lent" character upon my discharges, ths high- 
est that can be awarded. So my service wa» 
presumably satisfactory. In the cavalry I was 
& corporal, with a full.sfiare of all the privi- 
leges of a nonc-ornmlFsioneil officer, so I can 
write with authority on the point p£ whether 
the rules are rigidly enforced acainst them. 


But to FUin it up, the American service, with 


nil its wonderful advantages, leaves too much 
to be Or*pire^.
